They do everything 
they shouldn't do—especially 
children.

Only 35 per cent of all Cana- 
dians visit a dentist regularly. 

The rest go on the odd occa- 
sions they get toothache. 

Twenty-four out of every 4 
school children are in need of 
dental treatment; the other 4 
per cent is in serious danger of 
joining the ranks, 

These startling facts were 
brought ‘to light ahis week. by 
worried Vancouver Island 
health officials.

Bonham, director of the Cen- 
tral Vancouver Island Health 
Unit 

In his annual report he calls 
for a re-survey of the dental 
picture within the area. 

The last survey on Yancou- 
ver Island was taken between 
1958 and 19861. Results from 
this showed between 90.2 and 
95.9 per cent of children in 
need of treatment. 

Said Dr, Bonham today: “It 
is quite alarming, the number 
of children with rampant de- 


- ay. 


“Yet there seems to be no 
hope of any improvement in 
the near future.” 

He reports instances of chil- 
dren needing false teeth be- 
fore they leave high school. 

Others need plates to replace 
teeth which are beyond repair. 

But what can be done to 
curb the rot? 

According to Dr, Bonham 
the remedies are about as 
numerous as the reasons: 

Avoid sticky sweet foods; 
don't eat between meals; have

Says Dr, Bonham: “Every- 
one should carry a toothbrush 
around with them. It should 
be standard equipment for 
their top pocket, just like a 
comb," , 

As for brushing correctly, 
he says: “The average person 
brushes for 26 to 30 seconds; 


The quick one-two, lefi- 
right movement doesn't do the 
trick.
